Treachery of Filipinos 
Fully Exposed. 


Gen. E. S. Otis Relates 
History of Outbreak. 


Earnest Efforis Preserve 
Peace Only Made the 
Natives Insolent. 


(BY THE NEV ASSOCIATED PrAret-a.M.) 

WASHINGTON, March 19.—Gen. 
Otis continued his testimony before 
the Senate Philippine Committee to- 
day. Referring to his order of Sep- 
tember 8, 1898, directing the withdrawal 
of the insurgent troops outside the de- 
fenses of Manila, Gen. Otis explained 
a commission from Aguinaldo's 
In the discussion 
which followed, he said, they did not 
mention the fact that the towns im- 
mediately adjacent to Manila were not 
@ portion of the city. He classed as 
ridiculous Acuinaldo's request to re- 
ceive a portion of the northern part 
of Manila occupied by the Spaniards 
in trade for something in the south- 
ern part of the city held by the insur- 
gents. 

Gen, Otis said he did not give, the 
insurgen’s actual permission to occupy 
the biockhouses which Aguinaldo 
Claimed had been given. What had 
been suid was “I don't care anything 
about the blockhouses; we are going 
to take possession of them.” 

Gen. Otis said that Aguinaldo had 
demanded of Gen. Merritt the right to 
occupy the palace, and to make ap- 
im the civil government, 
which caused Gen. Merritt to cable to 
Washington for instructions. The re- 
ply was that there must be no dual 
occupation of Manila. 

CAPTURE OF ILIOLO. 

Gen. Otis then detailed the circum- 
Stances attending the capturing of 
liollo, the offer of the Spanish Gen. 
Rios to hold the place against the in- 
eurgents pending the arrival of United 
States troops, and the capture of the 
town by the Visayans before the ar- 
rival of the United States troops. 

Aguinaldo, he said, was overjoyed 
when he learned that the detachment 
had been sent out, because he (Agui- 


naldo) declared that the first shot 
would be fired at lloilo which would 
bring on war between the United 


States and the insurgent forces. Gen. 
Otis said he had cabled Washington, 
saying that the taking of Iloilo meant 
war in the islands, and had received 
the response to defer action, which 
he did, until the insurgents made war 
on the United States forces in Ma- 
nila. He had, he said, issued his 
Proclamation extending military au- 
thority to all ports of the archipelago 
undey instructions from the President. 

Senator Rawiins sought to show that 
Many of the things done by the United 
States military authorities were in 
contravention of the protocol, but 
Gen. Otis explained that he felt it his 
duty to protect lives and property. 

The committee adjourned until 2:30 
p-m., in order to permit Gen. Otis to 
conclude his testimony today. 

WORDING OF PROCLAMATION. 
{BY THE NEW ASSOCIATED PRESS—P.M.! 

WASHINGTON, March 19.—At_ the 
afternoon session, Gen. Otis, referring 
to his proclamation,. said he expressly 
omitted therefrom. the word “sover- 
eignty” because the Filipinos attached 
to it the meaning which the word con- 
veyed to them while under the domi- 
nation of Spain. i 

Senator Carmack called his attention 
to the difference between the language 
used by the President in his instruc- 
tions and that contained in his (Otis's) 
proclamation. and asked why he had

Tae debate last evening in 
the House of Commons, on the motion 
of the Liberal “ader, Sir Henry Camp- 
bell-Bannerman, for the appointment of 
a select committee to investigate the 
whole commercial history of the South 
African wor, including the contracts 
for freight and transportation, calied 
out several acrimonious exchanges of 
remarks. 

Reginald McKenna, Liberal, com- 
menting on the remount department, 
declared that widespr@&d corruption in 
the horse purchases had beea disclosed 
in almost every country on the globe. 

Lord Stanley, financial secretary to 
the War Office, interrupted McKenna 


With an angry denial of a specific 
charge, regarding the purchase’ of 
horses in Spain. He sald the state- 


ment was maliciously false, but It was 
only part of the bogus charges against 
the ‘government. He quoted figures, 
and asserted that they bore out his 
accusation. 

Mr. Lambton, Liberail-Unionist, drew 


by declaring that the leader of the op- 
position, by his reckless language, had 
taken from many people the consola- 
tion of feeling thatt their relatives who 
had died in South Africa, had fallen 
honorably in the service of their coun- 
try. 

To this Sir Henry replied, angrily: 
“I give the most complete and most 
circumstantial denial to every word the 
honorabie gentleman: has said.” 

This statement caused confusion in 
the House, and cries of “withdraw.” 
But Sir Henry refused to withdraw his 
remarks, and Mr. Lambton said his 
language to Sir Henry referred to

and other matters.” 

The speaker, Sir William Court Gully. 
interrupting, exclaimed, “Both g-ntie- 
men are out of order.” Mr. 
ton thereupon apologized.

NEW YORK. March 19.—The Trib- 
une will say tomorrow that the Collis 
P. Huntington estate now being in- 
ventoried by the State tax appraisers, 
acting with the executors, Charles W. 
Tweed and lsaac W. Gates, will amount 
to about 328,000,000 or $29,000,000. The 
transfer tax will approximate $890.00. 
This is the unofficial information ab ut 
the schedule of property left by Mr. 
Huntington. 

The report of the State appraisers 
will not be filed for several months. 
It is understood that the delay 's due 
in large part to the overhauling of 
claims and notes against friends of 
Huntington. These amount to an P#s- 
tonishingly large sum, it was said, and 
are in such shape that it la dificult for 
the executors to tell how much they 
are realiy worth.

A SOLDIER'S HONOR 

Not the least of the high and no- 
ble qualities of President Roosevelt is 
his fine sense of the honor of a soldier 
&s expressed in two veto messages sent 
to the Senate on Tuesday last. in 
which he voiced, in words of manliness 
and integrity, his disapproval of an at- 
tempt to restore to men dishonorably 
discharged from the volunteer army of 
the United States their position upon 
that great roster which is the repub- 
lic’s roll call of honor. 

In terse, direct and forceful language 
the President makes the point clear to 
the dullest understanding that he does 
not purpose to “go behind the re- 
turns,” and, after a lapse of a period 
of nearly forty years, undo that which 
Was done when the cuestiors at issue 
and the witnesses in the cases were 
vitally present. 

It would be a monstrous thing after 
all these years to grant to men dis- 
charged from the army in dishonor a 
restoration that they could not heave 
secured when the facts were fresh in 
the minds of men. Surely the great 
and immortal Lincoln, that man of 
charity, a tender heart and a forgiving 
spirit, could not have been brought to 
do injustice to a soldier; on the con- 
trary, if he erred it was ever on the 
side of mercy. And President Roose- 
velt is forever right in refusing to 
Make a mockery of the courts-martial 
that dismissed from the service in dis- 
honor Lieut. Hawley of the Sixteenth 
Connecticut Infantry and James How- 
ell, a member of the Fourth Illinois 
Volunteers. 

Tae President, in his veto message 
bearing upon the case of the last 
named, gives utterance to these words 
of Wisdom and justice: 

“There is, perhaps, no heritage an 
would lixe to leave to his 
childrea so much as on honorable dis- 
charge for services weil and gallantly 
performed in the Civil War, and the 
honorable discharge thus granted to 
through blood and toil, 
have earned it, is cheapened and ren- 
dered of little worth if also granted 
to their unworthy brothers who have 
forfeited the right to receive it.” 

The position here taken by the gal- 
lant soldier and gentleman in the 
White House will be applauded by ev- 
ery good citizen of the nation and by 
every man that has borne arms in the 
service of his country. 

To the true soldier the bit of parch- 
ment bearing the names of the officers 
who marched and fought with him 
and which makes record of his honor- 
able service for his country and of his 
honorable discharge therefrom is a 
thing above price. it is a ‘“decaration” 
that cannot be bought for money, and 
it is in itself a coat of arms, a badge 
of distinction not handed down by the 
fathers, but won by the individual 
man by his own service, and his own 
valor, and the President—gallant eol- 
dier that he is, and true man and 
he ig—has endeared 
himself by his action in these cases to 
every veteran of the wars and to every 
patriotic heart that has a due appre- 
ciation of a soldier's honor and a due 
regard for the integrity of the courts 
which passed upon the findings and 
which rendered solemn judgment 
thereafter “upon the law and the ev!- 
dence.” 

Time cannot remove dishonor’s 
stain and the principles of absolute 
justice are as eternal as the mighty 
hills. And there is a stalwart, brave 
and able man in the White House at 
Washington who can. be depended 
upon not to attempt to make dishonor 
honorable, and. to do justice .to all 
men “though the heavens fall!”

REATMENT OF FILIPINOS. 

The silly end oft-repeated charges 
of alleged “cruelty,” on the part of 
American soldiers toward the Fili- 
pinos, have been pretty effectually re- 
futed by official testimony from va- 
rious sources. These charges have 
consisted exchusively of vague hear- 
say testimony, unworthy of credence 
under any circumstances, and they 
would never have attained publicity, 
to any extent, if they had not been 
taken up by certain Senators and 
Representatives in Congress whose 
chief purpose is to embarrass the ad- 
ministration, and if possible to make 
a little cheap political capital. 
These absurd stories of alleged 
cruelty, having been thus exploited, 
called for refutation, and this has 


been satisfactorily accomplished 
through official testimony which is 
unimpeachable. 


If any further evidence had been 
needed to make the refutation of 
these vazue stories more complete, 
it’ bas been furnished in the testi- 
mony of Maj.-Gen. Elwell 5S. Otis be- 
fore the Senate Committee on the 
Philippines. Gen. Otis deciared that 
the troops of the United States have 
treated the Filipinos with the great- 
est kindness. He said that while he 
was in command at Manila every 
statement of harsly treatment he 
heard of had been investigated, and 
that. in fact, the Americans were 
laughed at by the Spaniards and by 
European officers for the humanity 
which they exercised toward the Fili- 
pinos. It is a well-known fact that 
the latter, before they had begun to 
understand and appreciate the 
American character, regdrded the 
kindness and generosity with which 
they were treated as an evidence of 
weakness, and even of cowardice, on 
the part of the Americans. 

- Jt is altogether probable that when 
the dispassionate ard authentic his- 
tory of the Philippine insurrection 
shall have been wri.ten, the fact will 
be made apparent that in all the his- 
tory of the world’s wars no bellig- 
erents were ever treated more gener- 
ously, considerately and kindly, 
than the Filipinos have  »been 
treated by the American officers and 
soldiers. That there should have 
been isolated and exceptional cases 
of cruelty and injustice was in- 
evitable, especially when we take into 
consideration the fact that the Fili- 
pinos themselves often treated their 
prisoners with barbarous’ cruelty. 
But our treatment of these people.-is 
to be judged, not by isolated cases 
of individual wrong, but by the gen- 
era] policy of those in authority. 
Judged by tis just standard, the 
treatment of the Filipinos by the 
Amerieans has been :enient, kind and 
considerate beyond all parallel or 
precedent. 

The Filipinos are fast coming to 
understand and appreciate these 
facts. And as American motives, 
methods and purposes are better un- 
derstood, the opposition to the 
American régime in the archipelago 
becomes Iess and less. There are 
many native Filipinos who are today 
more loyal to our government than 
are some of the United States Sen- 
ators who are trying to make capital 
out of alleged “‘crucities” on the part 
of our soldiers in the Philippines. 


MATTER OF BUSINESS. 

The city should not purchase the 
Highland Water Company's plant at 
all unless it is needed as a part of 
the municipal water system.

Marshal Su Calls for 
Reinforcements. 


Statement Issued by Russia 
and France Anent Anglo- 
Japanese Treaty. 


(BY THE NEW ASSOCIATED PRESS—A.M.) 

HONGKONG, March 19.—{By At- 
lantic Cabie.] The rebels in the south- 
ern provinces continue to crushingly 
defeat the imperial troops sent to sub- 
due them. Gen. Ma and Marshal Su 
report that it is impossible to suppress 
the rebellion with the troops at their 
disposal, and the Viceroy of Canton 
has requested Yuan Shi Kal, the Vice- 
roy of Chi-Li, to send reinforcements 
overland from Chi-Li. 

The imperial troops have been de- 
feated at Sek Shing. in Kwang-Tung 
province, and at Popak, in Kwang-5i 
province. In Yuan Nan province the 
rebels hold the town and district of 
Foo Chuen, twenty miles northwest of 
the prefectural town of Yuan Nan. 
They also have captured the town of 
Liu Chou, in Kwang-8i province and 
the town of Yung Ning, in Kweli Chou 
province. 


JOINT DECLARATION. 
RUSSIA AND FRANCE. 
(BY THE NEW ASSOCIATED PRESS—P.M)] 

ST. PETERSBUKG, March 19.—(By 
Atlantic Cable.] The Official Messen- 
ger tomorrow will print the text of a 
Russo-French conjoint declaration, 
sent March 16 to the Austrian, Belgian, 
British, American, Spanish, German, 
Italian, Duteh, Chinese and Japanese 
governments. The declaration is as 
follows: 

“The allied Russian-French govern- 
ments are wholly pleased to discern 
that the Anglo-Japanese convention 
supports the essential principles which. 
according to the reiterated statement 
of France and Russia, constituted and 
still constitute the foundation of their 
policy. The governments believe that 
the support of these principles is also 
@ guarantee of their interests in the 
Far East. They are compelled, how- 
ever, not to lose from view the prob- 
ability of inimical action of other 
powers, or a repetition of disorders in 
China, possibly impairing China's in- 
tegrity and free development to the 
detriment of their reciprocal interests. 
They, therefore, reserve to themselves 
the right to take measures to defend 
these interests." 

The prefatory remarks say that Rus- 
sia desires the maintenance of the 
status-quo and the attainment of 
complete tranquillity in the Far Bast. 


EVACUATION OF MANCHURIA. 
NEGOTIATIONS PROCEEDING. 
(BY THE NEW ASSOCIATED PRESS—P.M.) 

LONDON, March 20.—{By Atlantic 
Cable.] Cabling from Peking, the cor- 
respondent of the Times says that 
since the presentation of the American 
note and the Anglo-Japanere protest 
Russia's negotiations with the Russo- 
Chinese bank have been suspended, but 
negotiations for the evacuation of Man- 
churila continue under modified Russian 
demands, which point to anultimate set- 
tlement. These include, continues the 
correspondent, the withdrawal of Rus- 
sia from between the great walls and 
the IAgo River within six monthe, 
from the province of Moukden, within 
a year and if the state of the country 
permits, from Kirin and Heilung- 
Chiang, within eighteen months after 

the signing of the convention.

TOOTH-PULLING 
PROVED FATAL. 


Mrs. Dietrich Died in 
Dentists Chair. 


Succumbs to Effects of 
Chloroform. 


Was Unable to Recuperate 
from Anesthetic After 
the Operation, 


Mrs. Mary J. Dietrich of No. 227 
Trinity street died yesterday in the of- 
fice of Dr. E. P. Hilliker, in Temper- 
ance Temple, from the effects of chior- 
oform, administered while undergoing 
a dental operation. 

The anesthetic was applied about 
8:30 o'clock a.m., by Dr. C. W. Pierce, 
who, as Police Surgeon and in private 
practice, has used the gas in hun- 
ny of cases without any baleful re- 

The patient stood the operation—the 
extraction of seVera! very bad teeth— 
all right, but was unabie to rally from 
the effects of the drug. 

Everything possible was done to 
stimulate her heart action and respira- 
tion, but she sank gradually, and died 
in a few hours. 

A regular practicng physician, and 
a public official at that, having been 
in attendance, it was not thought 
hecessary to report the case to tie 
Coroner. With the consent of rela- 
tives. the body was removed to Robert 
L.. Garrett & Co.'s, undertaking rooms, 
and prepared for burial, without the 
formality of an inquest. So quiet was 
the matter kept, that the facts did 
not leak out until a late hour last 
night. 

Dr. Pierce, when questioned about the 


unfortunate affair, made a frank 
Statement about it. He said it was 
one of those. unavoidable accidents 


which once in a while happen in medi- 
cal practice. It was the first time 
that a patient of his had ever § suc- 
cumbed to an anesthetic, and he had 
administered chioroform in hundreds of 
Cases. He had never seen Mrs. 
Dietrich before, and was herefore not 
aware of the extent of her infirmities. 
She appeared to him as a woman who 
could safely take the anesthetic. That 
was the conclusion arrived at after 
talking the subject over with her and 
the dentist. It developed, however, 
that she had a weak heart, and that 
@ recent attack of the grip had left 
her without recuperative energy. Hence 
the fatal termination of the operation. 
Dr. Hilliker, when interviewed, ¢x- 
pressed much regret over the deplor- 
able result of the operation, but said 
he did not think that either he or Dr. 
Pierce was to blame. He thought the 
anesthetic was administered with the 
usual skill and care, and its fatal] re- 
sult could not be foreseen or avoided. 
was probably one case in a 
thousand that might terminate in that 
way. and was liikely to happen bo any 
physician. 
Dietrich’s mother was present 
during the operation, and when the 
unfortunate woman died. Other rela- 
tives also appeared on the scene, but 
there seemed to be no disposition te 
blame the doctors with negligence or 
lack of skill. e 
Mrs. Dietrich was 38 years old, and 
was the mother of two children, who 
survive her. Other sorrowing relatives 
are the widower, mother and two sis- 
ters, one of whom, Mrs. Charles Rehr- 
man. lives in Monrovia. The other 
sister. Mrs. F. Nielsen, lives at No. 
422 East Twenty-first street, where 
the remains of Mrs. Dietrich were 
taken after being prepared for burial. 
The funeral has been set for Saturday

AGAIN SUBMITTED TO BIDDING, 


A Growing Disposition Matifested by 
the Council to Clean the Slate and 


Wild as are the ravings of those 
newspapers which feel the pinch of 
the city printing shoe, they have not 
controverted in any important partic- 
ular the convincing proof that collu- 
sion existed this year and last. 

As far as can be ascertainéd, not 

one vote In the Council! has been in- 
" fluenced by the vaporings of these 
squirming collusionists. The eyes of 
the Councilmen have not been 
blinded by the flash in the pan. In 
fact. it was stated yesterday that 
Lauder of the Seventh Ward has 
finally made up his mind that the Ex- 
press should not have the contract un- 
der tts high bid of 40 cents per inch. 

It was stated that Lauder was in 
favor of awarding the contract to 
the Express at the secret caucus held 
in the committee room on Monday. 
This he denied yesterday. Lauder 
says he wanted immediate action, re- 


ker, Pierce and probably Allen in 
favor of rejecting all the collusory 
bids, it is apparent that before the 
efty printing is awarded, and oppor- 
tunkty must be given for free, fair and 
open competition for the contract.

WOMAN'S QUEEREST CASE.

| The Mustration shows what may be 
called the transition between hemstitch 
and drawn work. It is the working of a 
“spider” pattern on the ladder hem- 
stitch described in a previous issue. The 
ladder hemstitch being completed, group

CITY'S ELECTRIC RULES, 

SANTA MONICA, March 19.—The 
town now has a department of elec- 
tricity, and there is an office of city 
electrician Waiting tc be filled.
